UNVEIL STATUE 
OF MOUNT GRAD, 
STATUARY HALL 


The f a tu e of a former Mount St. 
Mary's C olley student. Chief Jus­ 
tice Edward D White, was unveiled 
in Statuary Hall In W ashington, 
D. C . in ceremonies which took 
place last Friday. 
A native of ILafourche Pariah. La., 
Chief Justice White began his ed­ 
ucation at Mount ht. Mary's. 
At tile 
age of 16 he left college and enlisted 
in the Confederate Army where he 
rose to the rank of li-utei g at before 
being lik en prisoner at the fall of 
Port Hudson, 
Following the war, 
Justice W hite completed his law 
studies at Geor etown University. 
Admitted to the Ixnr.siana bar in 
1868 he entered pohtics almost im ­ 
mediately and was elected to the 
State .Senate in 13V!. Later he was 
appointed 
to the State Supreme 
Court where he served from 1879- 
1880 
Identified witn the anti-lot­ 
tery movement, he was elected to 
the U. £ Senate in 1791. 
Named Chiel Justice 
Before completion of his term in 
the Senate, he was named to the 
Supreme C o irt of the United States 
aa an associate Justice by President 
Grover Cleveland and took office 
March 12. 1894 
He remained on the 
bench 27 years, being raised to the 
chief justices'dp in I91C by Presi­ 
dent William Howard Taft, who 
brokp precedent to select WTiite for 
the top post from the ranks of the 
associate justices. 
D unn? hts service with the Court, 
Chief Justice White wrote opinions 
in more than 700 canes. 
He was 
considered an able presiding officer 
and speeded up the work of the 
Court with great energy. His en­ 
gaging m anner and sharp wit did 
much to compromise differences of 
opinions among his colleagues. 
He 
died in W ashington in 1921. 
Arthur C. 
Morgan, Shreveport, 
La., was the sculptor for the bronze 
statue. 
W hite is the second son of 
Louisiana whore statue has been of­ 
fered 
to Congress by the state. 
Senator lluey P Long's statue now 
stands in the Hall of Fame.

June days in 1945 at San Francisco 
when the United Nations was born. 
There was a sense of a new' world 
born: a world of peace and broth­ 
erly cooperation. 
The world of th* U N. is now 
IO years old. It resem bles very 
m uch the old world of hatreds, 
distrusts,

fears. 
Yet, 
while the U.N. has not worked per­ 
fectly, it has been useful 
This week its m em bers' foreign 
m inisters m eet In San Francisco 
to celebrate the anniversary.

T hat was done through the al­ 
liances this country m ade with its 
J non-Communlst friends in Europe 
and Asia. Russia also went out­ 
side the U N. to m ake its Com­ 
m unist alliances. 
In 1945 the Allies, in blood and

H itlerian 
w ar 
which

May. It did not seem far-fetched 
at th# tim e to think they might, 
with less effort, stick together to 
keep peace 
The wishful m ay have thought 
so. The realistic kept, their fingers 
crossed. No one at S*n Francisco 
was m ore realistic than the rep­ 
resentatives of the United States 
and Russia 
Put Into Veto 
They put the veto into the U N. 
C harter, useful both as a ft re es­ 
cape 
and 
as 
a 
roadblock 
they 
could employ against each other 
when they wished 
Without the veto, a tw'o-thirds 
vote of the U N. m em bers could 
have obligated them to act in a 
crucial situation contrary to their 
desires or their interests. Neither 
would take a chance on that. Rus­ 
sia, in fact, has used the veto 60 
tim es to block what it didn’t like, 
until now it has rendered the Se­
